WHAT COL. DAVIS PROBABLY SAID. 


— 


McKinley Law. 


A morning Chicago paper prints the follow- 
ing interview with Col. George R. Davis: 

“ Would you, if elected United States Senator, 
vote for the re@nactment of the McKinley tariff 
bill or a similar measure?”’ 


“TI would not,” Col. Davis replied. “I am a 
protectionist, but am not in favor of hibitive 
tariff. I am in favor of such protec only as 


will cover the margin between the price of Amer- 
ican labor and the price of labor in foreign coun- 
tries. I want to say further that I would vigor- 
ously oppese any kind of protection that tends to 
build up syndicates, trusts, and monopoliés. I 
am in favor of putting necessary commodities on 
the free list as far as —, This, I think, is 
the tendency of tariff legisiation. Every tariff 
bill that has 5 * for years has extended 
the free list. The McKinley bill itself placed 
many articles on the free list that hati fore 
been taxed, and the Wilson bill added a great 
many more. I believe any new bill that may be 
introduced or passed wiil make still further ex- 
emptions. There is no danger that the McKinley 
bill will ever be resnacted. All that we want is 
sufficient protection to insure American wages to 
American workmen, and I am that kind of a pro- 
tectionist.”’ 

Probably the reporter did not give all that 
Col. Davis said about putting necessary com. 
modities on the frea list. What he said, 
doubtless, was that he was in favor of putting 
on the free list all necessary articles not pro- 
duced in this country at all, or not produced 
in adequate quantities, or which cannot be 
produced éxcept at the expenditure of a 
greater number of days’ labor than it would 
take to produce them abroad. Among these 
different articles are tea, cotfee, spices, india- 
rubber, various dyestuffs, the special kinds of 
hides obtained from Argentina, ete, And, 
wherever possible, reciprocal advantages 
should be secured from the countries whose 
products are admitted duty-free,

FOOTBALL PLAY IN THE EAST. 


Inside Points About Yale’s Recent Game 
with West Poitat. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 7.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.|—The tendency of the teams 
from small colleges to give the university 
elevens so much more trouble this year than 
usual in practice games has been the cause of 
a great deal of speculation. To the uninitiated 
the new rules and the consequent change in 
the method of playing the game, and the 
placing of the colleges, great and small, in a 
more even position at the start, has seemed to 
be the cause, but the leading coachers and the 
Captains both at Yale and Harvard feel that 
the new rules are not materially responsible. 
They feel that the reason is that more coach- 
ers have gone out from both Yale and Har- 
vard, and with the system of play at both 
universities so thoroughly learned that the 
greater experience which has been the advan- 
tage in the past now counts for nothing. 

The Brown- Lale game last Saturday is not, 
however, a case in point. The small score 
made by Yale did not cause particular joy at 
Harvard or discouragement at Yaie. There 
are many significant factsin connection with 
the games which have not been generally 
taken into account. 

In the first place the grounds were in such 
an abominable condition that Capt. Hinkey 
said that if he had seen them before bringing 
his team on the fleld he would have canceled 
the game. Thorne, DeWitt, ana Butterworth 
are altogetheer too valuable men and too dit. 
ficult to replece to be risked on sucha field 
in a pouring rain, There was no better way 
to obtain the desired result than to back the 
line up poorly and thus throw the weight of 
the work upon it. liy, the entire Har. 
vard team was on the side lines, every man 
with his eyes fixed on his probable oppo- 
nent in the Springfield game. It would 
have been injudicious to exhibit any 
more of the finer points of Yale play than 
were necessary. 

The experiment of putting Armstrong at 
quarter back’s position works better every 
day. He is not in a proper condition to play 
through both halves in ctice, but his work 
is far ahead of any wn on the Yale field 
by a player of so little experience in his posi- 
tion fora longtime. If be does not play in 
the Harvard and Princeton games it will only 
be because the place is too important to be 
intrusted to a man of small experience.

POSTMASTER CAN APPOINT LESS MEN, 


Only Twenty-seven Political Gifts Left in

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REMARKABLE ‘PINANOLAL STORY 


Marquis Li, Eldest Son of the Viceroy, 
Mize Up in the Imbrogtio by Loaning 
$250,000 pe ie Mikado=Fearing a Loss 
Informed Bie Father of the Transac- 
tion Campaign Shaped Acco¥dingly= 
Now the Chang Family Will Likely Die. 

New: Yors, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—Wong 
Chin Foo, a conspicuous Chinaman of this 
City, said today: “A story concern- 
ing Li Hucg Chang’s fall from imperial 
grace is recounted ina private letter fron 
China. It appears the inquiry institated by 
the Emperor and still in progress, relative to 
the manner in which the war has been con- 
ducted, and as to bow it came to pass the Jap- 
anese were ever permitted to gain a footing 
in Corea, has brought to light the tollewing 
facts : 

“The Marquis LA, eldest son of the Viceroy, 
when Minister Plenipotentiary to the court of 
Japan a few years ago, lent the Mikado, with 
whom Ht was on intimate terms, $250,000. 
The Joan was not to bear interest, and no date 
was fixed for Ita reimbursement. When Mar- 
quis Li realized hostilities between the two 
cout tries were inevitable he hied to Tokio 
and asked his friend, the Mikado, to return 
the money before he declared war, and 
the Mikado promised it would shortly 
de forthcoming, Fearful of losing 
his money, however, by reason of 
a custom that has prevailed from 
time immemorial among the nations of the 
extreme east, whereby all debts are cancelled 
by war, the Marquis wrote to his father at 
Tien-Tsin, begging him not to make a mili- 
tary demonstration by forwarding troops in 
any number to Corea until the $250,000 had 
been received. 

„The Japanese Government was informed 
of the request made to Li Hung Chang vy his 
son, and took advantage of the former’s dil- 
iatoriness to promptly pour an army into the 
Hermit Kingdom and otherwise circumvent 
its enemies. Marquis Li discovered the 
Mikado’s perfidy too late. The great Li fam- 
ily did its utmost to keep the Emperor and 
government from getting wind of the affair, 
and the Viceroy tried to retrieve his son’s 
losses at the expense of the national defenses. 
Had the Chinese been victorious in Corea 
nothing would have been known about the 
matter. Fate, however, wilied it otherwise, 
and not only Li Hung Chang, but the whole 
family may lose their heads in consequence.” 


UNCLE SAM MAY BE MEDIATOR. 


Peculiar Position This Country Is in Con- 
cerning China and Japan. 

Wasuinetron, D. C., Nov. 10.—As a result 
of negotiations now pending it is confidently 
believed the United States will soon be asked 
to mediate between Japan and China with a 
view to permanent peace on a basis satisfac- 
tory to both countries. It can be stated pos- 
itively that the United States has declined to 
join with European powersin any arbitrary 
intervention to force a settlement. But, while 
un willing to act in an arbitrary manner, 
either individually or jointly with European 
nations, the representatives to the war have 
been given to understand the good offices of 
this government will be gladly exercised to 
secure peace in case such is their expressed 
Wish. Naturally Japan insists that China 
shall take the in'tiative in any negotiations 
looking to a restoration of peace, but that she 
is entire.y- willing to accede to any reasona- 
bie proposition is not doubted. 

The foregoing briefly summarizes the situa- 
tion, as it is viewed by officials here, who 
have recently had most to do with the sub- 
ject. At the outset Great Britain sought to 
have the United States and the great. powers 
of Europe intervene. The facts as to these 
negotiations at Washington have not, until 
now, been made known. Cable directions 
from the.London foreign office first came to 
Mr. Goschen, the British Charge d’Affaires 
in the absence of Sir Julian Pauncefote. Mr. 
Goschen was at the time at his summer home 
at New London, Conn. The subject was too 
important to be committed to mail, so Mr. 
Goschen took the first train for Washington. 
He arrived Sept. 25 and remained two days. 
He saw Secretary Gresham in person and pre- 
sented Great Britain’s proposition that the 
United States codperate with other powers 
toward peace. 

To Avoid Entanglement. 


A reply was duly given that this country 
would not codperate on the ground, it is said, 
that the policy of the United States was to 
avoid entangling foreign alliances on ques- 
tions in which it had no immediate concern. 
Since that time no efforts on the part of 
Great Britain to urge the negotiations have 
been made so far as is known. Under these 
circumstances the present negotiations do 
not involve foreign intervention, but a mutual 
arrangement between China and Japan to 
which foreign powers will give their moral 
support. It makes little difference, there- 
fore, what the United States or other powers 
may do so long as China and Japan come to- 
gether, although both powers seem to be 
anxious to have the coòperation of this coun- 
try and others in their negotiations. 

To what extent the Chinese Minister here 
has directed the negotiations is not exactly 
known, as the legation officials are secretive. 
It is known, however, the Chinese Minister 
had a long conference with Secretary Gresh- 
am yesterday morning. This was one of sev- 
era! conferences held within the last ten days. 
It is said, however, the main proposition on 
the part of China came direct from United 
States Minister Denby at Pekin. 


China Wants Uacie Sam’s Aid. 


From the beginning of hostilities the Chi- 
nese have been anxious to have the United 
States arbitrate the differences between them- 
selves and the Japanese which led to the war, 
but, of course, there could be no arbitration 
except upon the request of both parties, and 
that was lacking. But after the battle of Kiu 
Lien Chang on Oct. 25, when the Chinese 
suffered their severo defeat at the hands of the 
Japanese troops who had crossed the Yalu 
River, and were obliged to retreat towards 
Moukden, they became thoroughly alarmed 
and convinced that something must be done 
to terminate the war. They could not, how- 
ever, so humble their pride as to sue for 
peace directly to Japan, but, casting about 
for some means of openmg peace negotia- 
tions, hit upon the treaty with.the United 
States of 1848. The first article of this 
treaty. pledges the United States, in case China 
is oppressively or unjustly treated by 
another power, to use its good offices 
to arrange the difficulty. It is 
similar in scope to the first article in our 
treaty with Corea, which led Secretary 
Gresham, at the beginning of the trouble, to 
write the note to United States Minister Dun 
at Tokio, relative to the Japanese occupation 
of Corea, which has excited 86 much com- 
ment. Encouraged by the attitude of the 
United States at that time the Chinese ap- 

pegied to United States Minister Denby, at 
Pekin, to cause hig government to intervene, 
and Mr. Denby transmitted the application 
to Washington, where it was laid before the 
President, who bas had it under considera- 
tion for a week or more. As our representa- 
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this may bedone through Minister, Denby, 
but it is felt here that the better would 
be for China to submit her directly 
to Japan, when it would be within 
the bounds of propriety for the. United: States

BRONZE HORNS EXCAVATED IN NORWAY 


Musical Instruments That Are Still in 
Tone, Though 3,000 Years Old. 

Late excavations in Norway and Denmark 
have brought to light four ancient bronze 
horns. Of these antique musical instruments, 
which are 2,000 to 3,000 years old, the An- 
cient Northern Museum in Copenhagen pos- 
sesses a collection of nineteen pieces. The 
pair of horns lately discovered in Denmark 
was found in marshy ground near Nykjoeb- 
ing, on the Island of Falster. Although 
broken they will be easily repaired. The 
horns are of conical shape, six feet long, and 
show the same type as other specimens found 
befere. They date from the sixth century B. 
C., and according to Dr. Muller, director of 
the Royal Museum, the finding place must 
have been in ancient times a sacred grove 
where the horns had been deposited 
as sacrificial offerings. The second pair 
0 horns was found several weeks 
ago in the vicinity of Stavanger, Norway. 
They are in ‘excellent preservation and are 
keyed in the same tone. Some of thede horns 


in the Copenhagen collection are in such cca- 


dition that they may yet be judged as to qual- 
ity, tone, ete. According to Dr. Hammerich 
some are tuned to C, some smalier ones in 
Es, and others in D, E, or G. They show in 
their elegant curves and embellishments a 
highly developed taste and technical perfec. 
tion. Large animal horns have probably 
served as models. The horns are cast in sev- 
eral parts and have then been put together. 
Some time ago the public in Copenhagen had 
occasion to convince itself of the powerful 
yet melodious tones of these instruments, as 
the museum officials had arranged a musical 
performance on the horns which proved 
quite successful. In ancient times these 
bronze horns evidently served for retigious 
purposes in the sacred groves and temples of 
a people which has long since vanished from 
earth.

The bull issued to regulate the next con- 
clave confirms to the Sacred Coliege the ex- 
elustve right to dect the Pupe, abseluteiy ex- 
eluding any inter vention on the part of the secu- 
lar power; all previous rules as to the duties of 
civil anc municipal magistrates in connection 
with the conciave are done away with, leaving 
the regulation of al! matters concerning it iu 
the hands of the Cardinals. Should the Pope 
die at Rome the Cardinals present must decide 
at once by a majority vote whether the con- 
clave shall be heiu out of Rome and out of Ita. y. 
or not, if held in Ita.y, the moment any pres- 
sure is brought to bear on it eitner by private 
persons or by the government the conclave 
must dissolve reassembie out of Italy. 
The Pope expresses his personal wish that, 
considering the péculiar position of the Holy 
See, the next conciave be heid out of Italy, 

In times past Fru ce, Austria, and Spain 
have vetoed Papal elections, and these coun- 
tries stili c.aim the right to veto; if any one 
of them were to try to exercise it it is very 
iikely that Italy would ciaim the right, too. 
The Papal See has never ackhowledged the 
legality of these claims, but the poasib.lity of 
the interpositiom of a veto undoubtedly has 
weight in the selection of a candidate.

Chances of the Hunt. 


Dutk shooting in general is not so easy or 
so certain as it may seem, Unless the bird 
comes within a very narrow range, it is a 
chance in favor of the duck whether or not he 
will fall. At even a moderate distance the 
shot may rattle against its sides, but the 
feathers are so nse that with a quack!“ 
the duck willsail upward and out of sight. 
instancés have occurred where a canvas back 
has been turned completely over by the force 
of the shot and yet sail off unharmed. A 
wounded bird will frequently dive to a con- 
siderable depth and catch hold of a weed to 
keep under water, Under cover of night it 
will swim to shore and crawl among the rush- 
es, frequently to die of the wounds received. 
An instance is related Of a canvas back bei 

shot at a considerable height. It fell with 
such force as to disappear from view in 
soft mud with the exception of the long — 
feathers. ‘ The hunter thought it a decidedly 
dead duck, but was surprised a few minutes 
later, when both barrels of “the gun were 
without shells, to see the duck suddenly right 
itself and sail off without the loss of a feather.

It is but nat- 
ural, by the way, that scene builders and 
painters should estimate the worth of a theat- 
ricai production by the quantity and quality 
of scenery and pictorial mechanism it in- 
volves, 

The scenic artist at work looks like a work- 
man, indeed; much like a house painter, his 
overalls daubed and spattered with paint; but 
the interest he takes in his work is that of an 
artist and not of a “rude mechanical.“ 

The time required to attain skill as a scenic 
artist varies, of course, in different cases. 
One very successful artist was eight yeurs in 
arriving at the highest stage of ability. He 
was for three pears drawing with charcoal be- 
fore he took up the brush. Then he began to 
paint interiors. Close and constant study of 
nature helped him to attain eminence asa 
painter of exteriors, and he continues to 
1 nature as zealously as ever.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CITY CHARTER. 

It is the imperative duty of the Legislature 
which wilt meet month after next to make 
several material changes in the charter of 


Chicago, or rather in the act under which it 


and most of the other cities in the State are 
incorporated, 5 

The first of these is to make it a penal of. 
fense for a Mayor and for his subordinates, 
but especially for the former, to divert the 
men and the money of the city from their 
legitimate uses and employ them for the pur- 
pose of carrying a State or national election. 
Any Mayor caught doing that should be tried 
without delay and transferred from the City 
Hall to the penitentiary. The recent cam- 
paige in this city has shown what desperate 
men can do when they have power and are 
free from the restraints of law. Burke says: 
* There is no safety for honest men but by 
believing all possible evil of evil men and by 
acting with prom ptitude, decision, and steadi- 
ness on that belief. 

That maxim should have been borne in 
mind when the city charter was framed. 
Those who drafted it should have fdreseen 
that sometimes power would fall into the 
hands of evil men, and that too many precau- 
tions against their vicious activity could not 
be taken. The next General Assembly, Re- 
publican in both branches, must come to the 
relief of this city by making it a criminal of- 
fense for municipal officers to abandon their 
duties to carry elections, 

The Legisiature should also require that the 
civil service rules which govern appointments 
in the Washington departmenta shall be 
adopted here. The Mayor should be allowed 
to appoint his heads of departments, as the 
President does his Cabinet officers, but all the 
subordinates should be chosen because of 
their fitness and not of their politics. There 
should be civil service boards, and no man 
should be given a place as a clerk, an in. 
spector, or an engineer until he had passed a 
thorough examination and proved his fitness 
for the position he sought, And ence in he 
should nét be put out for political reasons. 
No failure to contribute to campaign funds, 
to hustle for a party, or vote for it should 
justify his removal. Inefficiency alone should 
warrant his dismissal. 

Then the Legislature should protect the 
Mayor as well as the people by making him 
ineligible for immediate reélection. That 
will release him from the temptation to abuse 
the powers of his office in order that he may 
keep his place. The politicians will have no 
hold on him, for they can do nothingffor him, 
He will not be tempted to give them the con- 
trol of the patronage of his office when he 
knows that they can give nothing in return. 
He will know that his only bope of being re- 
elected at some future time will lie in his giv. 
ing the people a good administration and con. 
vincing them that he is a man to be trusted. 

There is another change, the propriety of 
which is too apparent to be disputed. Thatis 
to provide a mor’ expeditious mode of set- 
tling the title to a municipal office. At pres 
ent the only person before whom a contested 
Mayoralty election can be tried is the Coun- 
ty Judge. A Demiocratit paper, attacking the 
Republicans for not pressing the Swift-Hop- 
kins suit, asked them why they did not 
bring it before some one of the twenty-odd 
Circuit or Superior Court Judges who did not 
have as much to do as the County Cour 
Judge. :

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GREATER NEW YORK. | 

The consolidation of the Greater New York 
is practically assured. While there have been 
votes here and there against it yet the great 
number who voted for it did so-with enthu- 
siasm, while those who voted against were 
simply indifferent. The Legislature, there- 
fore, undoubtedly will carry out the will of 
the people. The increase in area and popula- 
tion which New York will acquire will be seen 
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17,549

These figures give the population as returned 
by the national census of 1890. It is evident 
thatthe subsequent municipal census cannot 
be relied upon, as that was a bogus political 
census made by Tammany in order to enable 
Making all 
the necessary allowances and corrections the 
Greater New York will still have a consider- 
ably larger population than Chicago, though 
now Chicago has the larger, as shown by its 
registration and its vote. It is to be observed 
in this connection that the Chicago vote would 
ha ve been still bigger but for the Democratic 
tactics of murder, bulldozing, terrorizing, 
slugging, and disfranchisement, by means of 
which thousands of Republican voters were 
kept from voting. 

The Greater New York, when consolidated, 
will start out with the advantage of munici- 
pal elections disassociated from State and 
national elections, there being a period be- 
tween them, Hereafter the Mayor and other 
municipal officers of New York will be chosen 
in the odd-numbered years and the Governor 
and other State officials in the even-num- 
bered years. Mayors will no longer be 
elected on the same day with Gov- 
érnors and Presidents, and, as the 
Evening Post of that city says: No possible 
change in methods could doso much as this 
to help on the growing movement towards 
separating outside political issues from those 
connected with the administration of the af- 
fairs of the municipality on business and non- 
partisan principles.”’ It was a hard job last 
Tuesday, a wrench upon the voters, te get 
people of different parties to unite on Mayor 
while they were separated on Governor,, but 
that difficulty will not have to be overcome 
in the future under the new Constitution. 

The Legislature will now have to prepare a 
new charter for the city, and that is a task 
which should be approached with due refer- 
ence to its magnitude. The wisest men, 
those who know the most of the details of 
municipal’ government, ought to be called 
upon, and they will have to consider carefully 
the division of the legislative and executive 
power, how much power the Mayor shall have 
and how much the Aldermen elected for the 
new city shall have, This is all the more im- 
portant as setting a precedent for Chicago. 
This city desires to do the best thing in the 
way of municipal goverament. She wants to 
take advantage of the action of New York and 
borrow the best things, so that she may be 
able to wipe out her own defects and amend 
her methods in view of the time when she will 
again be bigger than New York and the first 
city in the Union, Chicago will round the 
century ahead of New York in population, 
and therefore hopes that New York will con- 
sider wisely the new responsibilities thrust 
upon her. The latter city has done well by 
wiping out Tammany, but if it allows Tam- 
many to reorganize and rise again the Greater 
New York will be a curse to the country. 


THE REDEMPTION OF MISSOURI, 

Messrs. Bland and Hatch, with sundry other 
pests and knavish demagogues from Missouri, 
have been defeated. The voice of the people 
has told them they will not be wanted in 
Congress after the close of the coming short 
session, but will have to go back to private 
life. Bland and the Bland bill“ alike are 
defeated, and the country is freed: from the 
yawp of that pestiferous demagogue in the 
House of Representatives at Washington. We 
now are not gomg to hear so much about free 
silver as for several years past, nor about the 
proposition by Mr. Bland to enabie debtors to 
cheat and swindle their creditors by 
paying about one-half of what they 
agreed to pay and retain possession of the 
property on which the money was bor- 
rowed. Mr. Bland has been working for the 
interest of the sharks and scoundrels long 
enough. He persistently has done his worst 
to debase the currency unit by fully 50 per 
cent, which would reduce to that extent the 
value of all the accumulations by working. 
men in the savings banks, the value of pen- 
sions paid to old soldiers or their widows, of 
the money capital at the command of em- 
ployers of labor, and of the money to be paid 
to all those who have lent money on security. 
That set of results is what he has been striv- 
‘ing for at every opportunity, and he has not 
even had the poor excuse that there are silver 
miners in his State who expect they would be 
benefited by the change.

It belongs to 
the class that includes Iowa, Kansas, and IIli- 
nois, rather than to that in which ranks Ar.

tion. During the war of the rebellion men 
from Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, and 
Indiana went inte Missouri and licked the 

badly, which kept the State in the 
But after the war was over itswung back 
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to its old moorings, and with the exception of

If Judge Seales had any sense of decency he 
would, in view of Tuesday’s vote, leave to 
Judge Carter, his Republican successor, the 
filling of this place and would not venture at 
the tail end of his term to putin a man be- 
longing either to a party which has just been 
repudiated so emphatically, or to that fag end 
of a party called Populists. The selection of 
the man who is to succeed Commissioner 
Schomer must be left to Judge Carter, who 
will pick out an acceptable Republican, 
Neither a Populist nor a Democrat will be 
acceptable. 

If Scales were to try such a trick as he con- 
templates in one of the Southern Stetes where 
the kind of politics he professes prevails the 
attempt would be resented: by giving the 
offender a coat of tar and feathers or by duck- 
ing him in the nearest creek.

Ot course Scales is furious at being ejected 
go summarily from his place, but he must not 
be allowed to show his wrath by stealing 
away any of the rights of his Republican 
successor.

LABOR AND ABILITY. 

In a recently published book entitled La- 
bor and the Popular Welfare” Mr, Mallock 
describes the important part which Ability 
has taken in the industrial progress of the 
world in the present century. Hedefines abil- 
‘ity as mind,” and shows that, as distinguished 
from manual labor, it hag made enormous 
additions to the wealth of the world. He dis- 
cards the term ‘* capitalist,” which he holds 
to be a misleading one, as to the working- 
man it too often means simply a person who 
puts large sums of money into a business, 
and who, by hook or by crook, gets large 
profits out of it. 

Mr. Mallock regards all production as the 
result of human exertion, and this exertion he 
divides into labor and ability, Laboris mere 
manual exertion, and all other exertion that 
is applied to production is ability, Manual 
exertion on the part of an individual begins 


| and ends with each separate task on which it 


is employed, while ability is a kind of exer- 
tion by an individual which is capable of af. 
fecting simultaneously the labor of an inde4- 
nite number of individuals. This is illus- 
trated by an anecdote in the history of the 
steam engine. After Watt had invented it he 
found he could not makecylinders of any 
useful size sufficiently true to keep the pis 
tons steam-tight. He set to work to train 
men for the purpose, and did secure a band of 
workmen possessing extraordinary skill, but 
they could not make the cylinders true enough 
for the purpose desired. What they failed in 
Henry Maudsley accomplished at a single 
stroke by the invention of the slide-rest. 
He did for all the mechanics of the country 
what the first inventor had not been able to 
accomplish. “The power of one nian thus 
descended on a thousand workshops, and 
sat on each of the laborers like the fire of 
an industrial Pentecost.” © 

Ability not only invents but it applies and 
directs. It takes hold of the inventive dis- 
covery and adapts it to the production of 
something which the world wants or which it 
will want when offered in acceptable shape 
and at a price suiting the capacity of the pur- 
chasing public. Ability recognizes. the value 
of the idea when it shall have been reduced 
to practice and inspires others with confi- 
dence, so that it is able to obtain the use of 
capital for investment in the required build- 
ings and machinery and what is needed for 
the purchase of raw material and the pay- 
ment of wages before the product ie com- 
mercially available, It ditects the exertions 
of the toilere who are employed, making all 
Work in harmony for the attainment of the 
desired result instead of allowing much of 
the energy to be misdirected and therefore 
wastefully employed. Besides all this ability 
has to find a market for the product and 
watch that market. It must sell the product 
of the human labor operating with machinery, 
and must be prepared to vary the amount or 
character of production to meet the varying 
demand for it. Without the latter all the 
other forms of ability might go for naught 
and have to stop, because it is useless to pro- 
duce that for which there is not a sufficient 
market to be found to pay the cost of pro- 
duction, a large part of which is that of the 
labor employed, and another essential part is 
the payment of interest on labor in the past 
that has been concentrated into buildings, 
machinery, and other appliances, none of 
which would have been paid for but for the 
expectation that such payment would be 
made good out of future operations. 

Failure to recognize this important fact 
marks most of the socialistic discussions of 
the lu bor problem, and has been the cause of 
numerous failures of societies codperating for 
the production of really useful articles. It is 
not enough that the latter should appropriate 
without cost the results of inventive genius 
and secure good superintendence of the in- 
dustrial operations involved in the processes 
used, If they do uct find a market they fail, 
and evidently that element of ability needed 
to tne attainment of this important result is 
“worthy of its hire equally with that of the 
labor employed. It must be paid more, or it 
will not be exerted for the association offer. 
ing a low price for its services, because that 
kind of ability is far more rare than the 
manual skill needed to work ata machine or 
to wield the more simple article called “a 
tool.“ 

The wage tollers have no more right to seek 
to appropriate the services of any or all of 
these kinds of ability, aua take to themselves 
the whole proceeds of the industrial occupa- 
tions on which they are engaged. than the 
slaveholders of former days had to force men 
to labor for him without paying them wages, 
They could not suczeed in making the appro- 
priation if able to dictate terms by resort to 
the force which some labor agitators talk of 
using if the demands ot labor be not com- 
plied with. It is far more easy to compel a 
man to work than to make him think for the 
benefit of the slavedriver, The one process 
can be controlled under certain conditions, 
the other not. Have the socialistic labor ag- 
itators ever givena thought to this phase of 
the problem?

heip, and social elevation—in a word, 
news of present and eternal salvation. Nay, I 
believe no other departmeat of human effort 
furnishes just now such an opportu of 
evoking this principle of civic unity as does 
Christian enterprise through our various city 
missionary organizations and social settie- 
ments and institutes, It is more comprehen. 
sive than politics, more far reaching than 
education. more penetrating than m, 
more universal than race interests. But it is 
not denominational zeal, not churchly - 
sanship; it is the spiritual conception of citi- 
zenship, without which our wealth will be but 
an added temptation to the alien and envious 
hordes which inha bit the area, but do not form 
part of the soul of the city. 

Mer of Wealth, 


„Ons of the most astound features of 
our modern Christian life is more men 
of wealth and intelligence don’t see that they 
must put their hand to this sort of work. To 
neglect it or despise it because, forsooth, it is 
denominationa!, is puerile, for the fact is, this 
just shows that so far the sectarian Christiani- 
ty of our time has had the clearest vision 
of civic stateamanship, and done for Chris- 
tian reasons what business-men and lovers of 
their city ought to have done for civic safety 
and municipal pride. It is no answer, either, 
to say that they cannot attend to such work. 
Wanamaker of Philadelphia, Gage and Ar- 
mour of our own city show that the best edu- 
cational, social, and spiritual! results are forth- 
coming without denominational management 
or sectarian control. If our city is to be saved 
a new era in city missions must be brought 
about. The task in a great cosmopolitan city 
like Chicago is too vast for the constituency 
which have been allowed heretofore to engage 
in this work. Civie loyalty, civic pride, 
and even ciyic interest must be ap- 
to. Men of business ought to feel 

t an honor to take part in a work which 
confessedly touches peace and prosperity 
of the ple. It is foliy to speak of differ- 
ence o litics or creed hindering ae a 
work. hy cannot the great city onary 
societies of the various churc the Civio 
Federation, and the Roman Catholic guthori- 
ties, with representatives of our educational 
institutions, form a representative council 
which would command the confidence and 
liberality of every citizen of Chicago, and 
take up the work of civic unity? This would 
not affect the denominstional zeal and inter- 
est of those bodies one whit. It would simpl 
call attention to the need for more wor 
among a negiected class, and the new social 
and educational centers so planted would set 
free denominational funds now used for what 
is needed for distinctive gospel work.’

The action of the Twenty-fourth Ward Re- 


speedily reportin detail the reasons for creating 
_ a bureau, the plan of management, and 


paign committee work with fidelity day and 
night for weeks. When the election is over it 
is almost impossible to find a committeeman 
who is not a fit subject for a hospital. In ad- 
dition to the necessity of recuperating his 
health, his business, which he has been neg- 
lecting for weeks, demands his atten- 
tion. He feels that he has done 
enough and gives no further attention 
to polities until the next campaign. 
The citizen who has complaints to make in 

to the violation of the election laws 
finds no one on duty who will give heed to his 
reports. It has, therefore, grown to be an ac- 
cepted fact that if the false voter is not ar- 
rested on election day he is safe thereafter. 
What is everybody's business is nobody’s 
business. Hence the necessity of a permanent 
bureau with a centrally located office at which 
complaints may be made during every busi- 
ness day in the year. 

What Their Pian Is. 

„Our plan is to select either from the com- 
mitteemen chosen by the clubs or from other 
citizens an Executive committee of seven or 
nine to organize and manage this bureau. 
From the decent police officers of both par- 
ties who have been recired chiefly because of 
their decency the material can found to 
manage the detective branch of the service. 
There are in this list such men as ex-Chief 

ld, ex-Inspector Ross, ex-Capt. Ma- 
honey, ex-Inspector Laughlin, and ex-Supt. 
Dizon. A competent man, and, if 2 
one who epeaks the German, Swedish, and 
Polish lan „should be in charge of the 
bureau to receive and formulate complaints 
and refer. them for investigation to de. 
tective department. The legal department 
will be inexpensive, because it is expected 
the lawyers of each ward will volunteer to 
prosecute all the casesarising in their re- 
spective wards, 

* The business of the bureau will be so 
comprehensive as t> include all the violations 
of the election law and all crimes connected 
with or following the holding of primaries or 
elections. Illegal naturalization, illegal reg- 
istration, the fraudulent personation of a 
sent — the making of fraudulent election 
returns, illegaily interfering with election 
judges, clerks, challengers, watchers, or vot- 
ers, stealing ballots or ballot boxes, assault- 
ing citizens in and about polling places—in 
fact, every character of wrong in relation to 
the elections must be diligently dealt with by 
this bureau regardiess of the party affiliations 
of the offender or offenders. 

Be Ready for Work All the Time. 


„I an election fraud is discovered next 
July or August let it be followed as vigorous. 
ly as if au election were then pending. Once 
it becomes known that such a system is in 
apoceme frauds will be much more difficult 
of perpetration. Prevent the legal coloni- 
zation and registration of voters and the in- 
ducement for thuggery will be largely re- 
moved. A thorough, inquiry will show that 
in every precinct where the thugs assailed 
reputable citizens there were a large number 
of illegal voters registered. In order 
to get these Illegal votes cast and 
to avoid challengmg the citizens re- 
ferred to were assaulted and driven away. 
The root of the evil is the corruption of the 
82833 Remove that and there will be 
ittle inducement for the Rap to appear in 
future. But there must also be preparation 
for the thugs, Their next visit to tae Twenty- 
fourth Ward will be made warm for them.

“THE STRONG UPLIFT OF SOUL.” 


Experienced at the Prospect Unfolded by 
the Events of the Campaign. 

In this hour of ringing victories which are 
echoing and reéchoing from the Atlantic 1o 
the Pacific, telling in clarion tones that the 
hope of the Nation is in the solid foundation 
of true Republicanism, we deeply appreciate 
Tus Trreune’s kindly thought of the under- 
tone yet sparkling chorus of congratulations 
which is sweet music to the hearts of the Re- 
publican women of Illinois who have devoted 
their time with untiring zeal and growing en- 
thusiasm to the educational and political 
interests of the late campaign.

We do feel a grateful pride in the grand 


‘rally of Republican women in this new 


movement; who, while they have wisely 
avoided assuming to themselves oncrous pub- 
lic duties beyond their present responsibili- 
ties, have shown themselves responsive to the 
spirit of patriotism, and have proven their 
loyalty, their absolute fidelity to the princi- 
ples they were called to represent. From my 
stand point they have made a splendid record 
and acquitted themselves with a heroism 
worthy a more glorious heritage. Another 
cause for congratuiation is that the intelligent 
following of the campaign has so quietly 
brushed away the cobwebs of that sophistry 
which maintained that only the degraded and 
unwelcome ciass of womanhood would be 
represented at the polls. Itis universally con- 
ceded that the best and most intelligent 
women have, as a rule, been most enthusiastic 
in the work, and I canuot see that they have 
in any degree lowered their standard of 
womanly grace. Then why the deprecating 
fear that the ballot will dethrone woman from 
the refined pedestal upon which chivalrous 
manhood has placed her?

In daring to read, think, 
and pray over the sublime principles which 
enter into the genius of our government 
she would not leave in the background but 
bring out the gentler virtues and beatitudes 
of the womaniy woman as the complement 
of man.

We have learned that pure politics in the 
higher sense is the best science of govern- 
ment, and demands that the government be 
conducted on the eternal principles of right- 
eousness and truth, Now woman in politics 
does not mean precisely what it does 
when we say men in politics; 
to woman it is entering into 
a broader field of ethics for the human wel- 
fare—her ear is not attuned to catch the pul- 
sations of peor spoils ’’—she 1s listening 
to catch the happier heart-beat of the great 
humanity, the pulsations of the American 
idea of national gin any And in this 
triumphant victory, which s rescued our 
fair land from the submerging flood of dis- 
aster, from political shipwreck, and anchored 
it into the safer haven of protection, how 
much is due to ** women’s influence 

iities,”’ will probably never be 

nown. Her position recalls the 

familiar couplet: ‘*The honor lies in the 

struggle, notin the prise.“ There is honor 

in her heroic struggle to arouse public senti- 

ment, to awaken public conscience to the 

sublime principles of politics. True, in IIli- 

nois we were limited to one dainty ballot for 
our non-paying office, so that it might be said 

that woman was the novel, unique feature 
rather than the burden-bearer of the cam- 

paign. Yet it cannot be denied that she has 
done good practical work for her country. I 
consider the trend of woman’s influence more 
far-reaching than simply the election of our 
candidates, or the State ticket, or even the 
great tidal wave of victory which has sent a 
thrill of joy throughout the land—it is a vital 
force which is sadly needed and it is most un- 
wise to overlook, 

While I have no sympathy with Mr. Wil-

in woman’s broadening horizon. I somehow 
feel that the time is near at hand when a 
new order of things will be demanded—even 

united service patriotism of 
man and woman—to our ublic 
in ite proud place among the nations. In the 
march of progress “other futures stir the 
world’s great heart, and if true to my con- 
wictions I must acknowledge that I believe it 
is the high destiny of this American Repub- 
lic to inaugurate a new system of political 
barmony—to demonstrate that through the 
manliness of man and the womanliness of 
woman will be wrought out a loftier freedom 
and a broader liberty than is yet interpreted 
from that grand and suolime document, the 
Constitution of the United States of America. 
Then will be fulfilled the prophetic vision of 
the lamented poet-laureate, Tennyson: 
And so these twain upon the skirts of Time 
Sit side by side, full-summed in all their powers, 
pispensing harvest, sowing the To-be, 
Seif-reverent each and reverencing each ; 

Distinct in individualities, 

But like each other even as those who love. 

To those of us who have been breathing the 
electric atmosphere uf active campaign work 
things looks quite different as compared with 
two months ago. Weare really comimg to 
feel that ranging along in “ the grand proces- 
sion of life, side by side with husband, 
brother, father, or son, is not only within 
woman’s province but her supreme and 
sacred duty, and the first impulse to meet the 
new requirement is to gain the qualifying 
knowledge to rise to the broader plain of 
those statesmen who have had generations of 
experience in the affairs of the American Com- 
monwealth. Hence the lesson presminently 
suggested, the needed discipline of preparatory 
thoughtful study of the eternal principles which 
enter into the science of good government. 
If, as in other phenomenal movements, wom- 
an is to be the beacon light to shine m and 
purify the “ darkest 12 if she is to 
enter this broader field with her character. 
istic high and brave resolve, to blot out the 
creeping, corrupting vices which are draining 
the very heart’s blood of the Nation, then the 
fuliness of time has come when American 
womanhood needs at her command athorough 
and profound knowledge as well as interest in 
the inner workings of great fabric of our 
national State and civic government. The 
lesson for the future emphasized to 
her is the supreme necessity of de- 
veloping those intellectual qualities 
in the new school df political economy as 
will make her not a rival, as has been un- 
graciously suggested, but a guide and a bene- 
diction, in rightiy and justly exercising the 
high privileges of American citizenship—time 
will not permit me to allude to other impor. 
tant lessons which I have in mind. 

The third question, Will women continue 
to vote? and, if so, in increasing numbers?’ is 
a puzzle in life's many-sided problem which 
no one, even the souls full-statured, which 

row far-seeing,”’ would venture to solve, 

owever, I beiieve that the mists of centuries 
of prejudice and custom are clearing away 
in the growing light of civilization and some 
time it will come to all, as it has already to 
the highest and broadest type of manhood 
and womanhood, that tne future of 
our country, the very life of our 
republic, demands the purest thought, the 
patriotic zeal, and the united service of men 
and women who are devoted to the higher 
principles of pure politica—rather than the 
betrayal and abandonment of principle, sub- 
serviency to selfish, sordid gain. Not for 
the poor price of any earthly goal—the 
strong uplift of soul.” This brings me to say 
that while much depends upon the fraternal 
justice of manhood and the judicious bearing 
of womanhood in this era-making evolution 
in politics. I cannot think the dawn- 
ing of the twentieth century will find 
woman yet uncrowned with her  right- 
ful privilege of citizenship. But whether 
she will continue to vote in increaa- 
ing numbers remains for the swift-winged 
evolution of conditions to reveal. There may 
be deeper joy in being accounted worthy her 
just privileges of cit.zenship than in the priv- 
ilege itself. In this wonderful whirl of prog- 
ress woman may rise into some undiscovered 
realm all her own, and conscious of having 
reached the broad and dignified plane of 
mental and spiritual freedom be content with- 
out exercising the rightful privilege of citi- 
zenship.

But Looks for Greater Things as Legal 
Barriers Are Removed, 

I am much gratified at the increasing inter- 
est taken by women in the election. Two 
years ago when we were allowed to vote prob- 
ably not over 56,000 women voted in Cock 
County. When the returns are in from all 
over the county it will be found that six times 
more women voted than did then, The pro- 
portion of women voting in the rest of the 
State is probably larger than here, for several 
of the larger towns have had no difficulty in 


polling the votes of 2,000 or more women at 
the spring elections. It is not such anew 
thing in tne country districts. 

Yes. the women will vote in increasing num- 
bers when they feel certain there is no legal 
objection. But we expect that the future will 
bring women opportunity to vote for more 
officers. The township suffrage bill which 
last session received the vote of every Repub- 
lican Senator present will probably be passed 
by the new publican Legislature. This 
would give women the right to vote for the 
five township officers who assess, collect, and 
disburse the tax money. Thenew Legislature 
may go further and mre women the right to 
vote also for city officers and drainage trus- 
tees. This will all come in time, the only 
question being, how soon? 

With each additional officer added to the 
list of those for whom women can vote addi- 
tional numbers of women will vote. 

As to advice for the future, the women who 
voted seemed so well informed, so free from 
the bitterest partisanship, so opposed to smal! 
personalities, so skiliful in speech, so wise in 
counsel, that they seem in little need of ad- 
vice. They forma pleasing contrast to the ig- 
norance that bas generally characterized every 
other large class of persons when suddenly 
admitted to the elective franchise. 

The women are taking their first step in 
politics. As they advance and receive greater 

rivileges they will continue to study the prob - 
ems of the day and bring into politics an 
intelligence and morality helpful to good 
government,

- WALLENBERG’S ORUOIFIXION. 


Remarkable Example of Tinted Sculpture 
by a Young Artist. 0 

The young Svedish sculptor. Augustinus Wal- 
lenberg, after many hardships and discour- 
agements, has completed an admirable group 
of the Crucifixion, which is being shown in a 
room on Wabash avenue. The two women 
crouching in the foreground of the group are 
remarkably natural and the figure of Christ 
on the cross exceptionally strong, the broad, 
anxious brow and sharp profile hespeaking 
the thinker and philosopher. It is the face of 
one who has thought, struggled, suffered, and 
died, for the sensitive face and thorn-pricked 
forehead are ghastly with the pallor and pain 
of death. 

As a study-in anatomy the figure on the 
cross is unusually strong and the pallor over 
it all shudderingly real. Leaning against the 
rough wooden cross in an attitude of weari- 
ness mized with pity and resignation is one 
of the oldest of the disciples, a man with gray 
hair and beard, lined and wrinkled face, and 
the tired, sad eyes of age, As he leans he 
looks sorrowfully toward the mother of our 
Lord, who, with pallid, tear-stained face, is 
supported? in the arms of “her _sis- 
ter, while John, the beloved disciple, 
stands near with clasped hands 
and swim ming eyes gazing at 
the two women from his place at the foot of 
the cross. 

The figures are tinted—not. painted—by an 
invention of the artist, who colors his piaster 
before molding. So well bas he managed 
this that the garments of the figures look as 
if made from actual cloth and com plex- 
ions, particularly of the fainting mother and 
the figure on the cross, are well and carefully

Herr Wallenberg is a young Swede who has 
been in America less than two years. At 19 
he was awarded the royal silver medal, the 
highest prize fer excellence in cabinet-work, 
and atonce entered the Roval Academy at 
Stockholm, where he completed his course in 
four years.

Napoleon hunted and shot when the cares 
of war and of government allowed him time 
for it. After peace of Vienna he devotes 
himself more noticeably to this pleasure. In 
the gazettes of the time we find such bulletins 
as the following, recalling those which Dan- 
geau gave out for Louis XIV.: 

Mon lay, Merch 6, 1811, his Majesty went 
shooting in the forest of Saint Germain; the 
Prince of Schwarzenburg and the Count of 
Narbonne had the honor of shooting with his 
Majesty. 

Her Majesty, the Empress, followed the 
sportsmen; the Princess of Neufchate!l and 
the Cquntesses of Montaigu and Beaumont 
had the honor of accompanying her Majesty. 

The 15th of May his Majesty hunted in the 
forest of Rambouiltet.”’ 

Let us limit ourselves to these two short ac- 
counts and pote in the first that even when 
shooting the Emperor liked to have the ladies 
keep him company. 

e have éxplained why Napoleon shot 
badly. Blaze, who knew him, remarked: 
„He who knew so well how to make others 
shoot could not hit a cow if he tried to shoot. 
Moreover, he was imprudent and careless. 

One day hie gun, having been too heavily 
loaded by his own orders, burst in his hands; 
another time, aimi at a wild boar, he sent 
his bullet into the thigh of one of the hunts- 
men. But the most serious accident was the 
following: One day when shooting with 
Massena and Berthier a covey of partsidges 
rose before them; the honor of the first shot 
belonging to his Majesty he fired ana Massena 
received the lead in his eye. They rushed to 
his assistance. and the Emperor exclaimed: 
It was you, Berthier, who wounded Massena.”’ 
The Master of the Hounds denied it, but the

On the next day Massena lost the eye, and 
received before night the following note: 

Cousin: W soon as your health will permit 
you are to leave here and go to Portugal. there 
to take command of the army.

Ot short stature, clumsily built, Napoleon 
was endowed with exceptional physical en- 
durance ani moral force, and his mind, like 
his body, kaew not fatigue. He liked violent 
exercise and would have it on all occasions. 

We see him as First Consul at Malmaison 

puttitig on his shabbiest clothes and playing 
prisoner's base furiously. He tries faiconry, 
but abandons it directly, there not being 
enough action in this sport for him. His 
falcons are relegated to the Empress’ me- 
nagerie. 
At Fontainebleau he plays at tennis, and

good horse, which he often did. 

The good horse, he had one, was Soliman, 
his favorite mount, of Arabian stock, and a 
most intelligent animal; when his master was 
in the saddle Soliman carried a high head and 
surpassed all others in speed and spirit; when 
another mounted him his head was lowered 
and his spirit gone. 

The covrsing days were not fixed; some- 
times he set out dt.a very early hour.

Sans Géne;” and that is the truth. as are all 
the details given by the master; half. past 7, 
however, was a very early hour at the period 
deer hunting wasin vogue. Sometimes, after 
breakfast, when he was at Fontainebleau, 
without having spoken of it previously, he 
mounted his horse and said: I am goimg to 
hunt.“ Ten minutes afterward huntsmen, 
dogs, and horses were afoot, and the Master 
of the Hounds had orders to let loose one of 
the animals which were within reach; for the 
bois was hunted every morning even when the 
court was in Paris. . 

Away went the Emperor in the lead, for his 
independent and authoritative character as- 
serted itself everywhere; always accustomed 
to giving orders and to having his will recog- 
nized as the supreme law, the run had to be 
made, so to speak, where he wished. 

„ Which way lies the run, Girardin?“ he 
habituaily asked his Aide-de-Cump Berthier 
at Fontainebieau. 

This way, sire, the latter would answer, 
indicating the direction. 

* Very well! Go that way, and the Em- 
peror would point in the opposite direction. 

This was not the first time that things fell 
out this way.

History does not tell 
whether or not thedeer with the collar was met 
with again, but this artless deed proves that 
Josephine merited her reputation for kind-

We see then that Napoleon was a sports- 
man out of rd for the ceremonies and in 
imitation of old court; through sheer 
love of destroymg and through the need of 
exercise and action; but he was as in uch and 
even more so than other monarchs. 

And it must have been so; he who had had 

to battle with hundreds of thousands of men, 
who had tracked and pursued whole artnies, 
was it possible for him to take seriously this 
contest with a poor, miserable animal? Beside 
the emotion of a battle it was child’s play and 
nothing more. 
In bis moments of relaxation, free in the 
heart of the torest, far from the cares of state, 
from his ariny, and irom his throne, his nat- 
ure had free scope to show itself, and it is not 
astonishing that we here recognize the saiient 
points in his character, the reverse of his en- 
dowments, so to speak. 

In some particulars which accord with his 
disposition we have seen him interested in 
shooting and hunting; his officers did the rest. 
Did he not select them for that purpose? 

The rules ot the eynegetie art were of 
little concern to him; shooting, as it pl2ased 
him, without troubling himself about its ac. 
cessions, Napoleon. never cared whether his- 
tory would look upon him us sportsman or 
hunter. He considered, with some reason, 
that he had 1 titles to glory to be able 
to dispense with La Ferte in the Figaro:

In proportion as the Emperor was an in- 
dulgegt father, in that proportion did the Em- 
press assume a severity towards her child 
which wag almost cruel, She had but little 
maternal! instinct; and though she was proud 
of having a son, it must be said it was this lack 
of all expression of affection, this coldness, 
from which resulted misunderstandings and 
trials of all kinds, which determined the 
poor yourg Prince, on reaching manhood, to 
try the venturesome expedition which proved 
fatal to him. Still, it is  ohly 
right to do justice to the Em- 
press. She loved her son, even though it was 
in her own way, and she brought him ‘up ad- 
mirably. Thus, when he was very young, she 
saved him from being vain, when a visitor, 
with mistaken kindness, wished to kiss the 
hand of the young Prince by saying, ‘‘ Non- 
sense! he is only a child”; and she drew to 
her side the imperial boy, protecting him 
from a servile adulation which, repeated or 
understood by the young Prince, might have 
given rise to a false pride, which she feared. 

The Empress Eugénie often instigated the 
love affairs of those about her, and caused 
them to play a part in a tragedy or comedy 
for her amusement—sometimes even in a 
vaudeville. She believed in matrimony; in- 
deed, she was haunted by it, and under the 
influence of this ne mania she made 
several matches during her reign, generally 
uncongenial ones. Thus she made the Mar- 
quis de Caux the impresario of asinger. It 
would be ungracious not to call attention to 
the occasions when she was successful; and, 
amongst these, we should wention the mar- 
riage of the Maréchal Pélissier, Duc de Mala- 
kotl. to Mlle. Sophie de la Paniega, a first 
cousin of the Empress. 

Spiritualism—the simon pure American 
brand—made its way into the Tuileries during 
the reign of the Empress and shadowed itself in 
her patronage. Elizabeth Barrett Browning, 
clearminded woman that she was, believed 
enough in spiritualism to make her hasband 
often miserable. It does not appeur that the 
American spiritualist did greater harm than 
to line his pockets at the French court, and 
it does not appear that the Empress had more 
than her share of Mother Eve's curiosity. 
The Empress not really show herself an Ein- 
press in the general discipline of the court 
until after her return from England. Her 
sojourn amongst our neighbors was an 
opportunity for her to observe and to learn, 
and she knew fairly well how to profit by the 
exdimple she had before her eyes. It must be 
admitted that she always was gracious and 
much sought after, but it was not really until 
after her return to France that she actually 
held court. The Empress. however, displayed 
through all her life an enthusiasm tor every- 
thing English,and her zeal in patronizing 
everything English is not at all surprising, if 
one considers that she encountered from all 
the Queens and Princesses of Europe a cold 
politeness, whereas, amongst them all, Queen 
Victoria alone chose to sbow her a sisterly 


affection. 


Her polities, underneath which one finds a 


continually recurring reiigious idea or pr.ncl 
ple, did not deviate gne inch during the sev- 
enteen years of her reign from 4 consistent 
and un varying policy; and by her cleverness, 
which was undoubtediy great, she often suc- 
ceeded in carrying out her own ideas and in 
defeating those of the Ministers and some- 
times even those of the Emperor.

It is a tradition, I believe, in the royal fam- 
ily of Prussia that the men shall always be 
taught u trade.

There is more independence in pursuits of hand> 
eraft and more time for original thought than in 
clerkship or business. That which made me de- 
sirous of ce the workshop was the 
hopelessness of sufficient and certain wages and 
the idea of personal subjection associated with if 
It has sometimes seemed to me that I was 


bern with steel and books in my blood. About, 


the books I am not so clear, though I have made 
many after their kind. But that I had a mechan- 
ical faculty beyond the average in my circle was 
admitted there. I could teil tne quality of steel 
and other metals just as others can tell textile 
fabrics at a glance. When a youth I would 
fit and finish bright steel work better than 
men twice my age and who had twice 
my wages. My father, who came of a race 
of armorers, had, with other attaigments, skill 
in forging. Sheffield men, who were the best 
artificers in my time where | worked as a white- 
smith, always came to my father to do their dif-

V.—THE REVOLUTIONARY BEARD. 


Isuppoee there are people still young enough 
not to know that the wearing of a beard is 
quite a.modern institution. When I was a 
young reporter I remember that a colleague 
of mine—brilliant Ned Lefroy, whom Dublin 
journalists of my epoch will never forget— 
used to wear a very 2 beard ; and one 
of the consequences was he was made the sub- 
ject of continual reproach for so doing by his 
then employer. the late Sir John Gray. Sir 
John Gray, belonging to the epoch when 
beards were not worn, never was abie to recon- 
eile himself to the new régime, aud always 
spoke with great contempt uf men who were 
slovenly or conceited or affected enough 
to wear a beard. In reading r. 
Holyoake’s of the past, 
one can see this prejudice 
existed. Iam giad to be able while iliustrating 
this to quote a tribute to a fine old Radical 
who survived even to my time in the House 
of Commons: 

George Frederick Muntz, who afterwards be- 
came member from Birmingham, was the only 
other man in the town who worea beard. He was, 
when he became a member of the borough, the 
first civilian who wore a beard in the House of 
Commons—a military officer ohly was ac- 
corded the limited liberty of weari a 
mustache. Mr. Muntz would have been insulted 
for wearing a beard, but he carried a thick ma- 


lacea cane, which it was known he would apply 


to the shouiders of any person who affronted 
him. It was this which protected him from ridi- 
cule in Birmingham and in the House of Com- 
mons. He was the most powerful and resolute 
Radical in the town. A story told of him in my 
youth was that, going home one night to his house 
in Soto, he was attacked by two robbers. He 
knockedgathem down and brought them both 
into n gave them into custody. 
A local writer, one Joseph Allday, was editor of 
a paper call the Argus, which he enlivened by 
offensive personalities. Mr. Muntz, being com- 
promised some remarks, went down to the 
office, seized Mr. Allday by the collar, drew him 
over the counter into the middle of the street. 
when the editor found that personal allusion to 
Mr. Muntz was liable to be tempered with an ap- 
plication of his malacca cane, 

The sect which was founded by poor crazy 
Joanna Southcote wore beards, a fact which, 
according to Mr. Holyoake, prejudiced them 
more in the eyes of the public than even their 
absurd tenets. I remember readmg some- 
where an anecdote about O'Connell and Col. 
Sibthorpe—a very reactionary and belliger- 
ent Tory of O’Connelil’s times—which 
brought out this prejudice in favor 
of the shaved face. The rule was re- 
laxed in the case of military officers, 
who were allowed to weara mustach. On 
one occasion Col, Sibthorpe had shaved off 
his mustache. O'Connell professed not to 
recognize him. He had,” said the cruel 
Tribune, taken down his sign-board.”’ Even 
to our own days John Bright had his preju- 
dices about the cut of men’s huir. Here is an 
anecdote Mr. Holyoake tells of him which 
will illustrate this: 

One night, in the smoke-room of the House of

It f will take me somewhat out of 
the line I intended to follow in this review to 
quote the next passage I shall give; but the 
story is so touching and the style in which it 
is told shows what power of poetic writi 
there is in this sturdy old combatant, and 
cannot resist the temptation of transferring it 
to my columns. It is a story of an unhappy 
love of Mr. Holyoake’s youth: 

One day when | was 18, a young Litchfield girl 
came into my workshop to speak to a reiative—2 
relative by kindness rather than by blood, as «he 
was kinless. She had a gipsy kind of beaury,

ee -yIt.—COERCION IN ENGLAND. 
I sometimes think it would be well for Ire- 


‘land if English freedom did not oecupy the 


advanced position it has now reached; there 
is nothing so good for establishing sympathy 
between nations ad an analogy of experi- 
ences; or, to put it in the more homely form 
of the proverb, a fellow teeling makes us 
wondrous kind. It is curious, however, to 
know how recently the experiences of the 
fighters for freedom in England were just 
the same as those of the same class 
in the Iréland of our times. Mr. Holyoake, as 
one of the pioneers of all the emancipation 
movements of his times; was acquainted with 
the revolutionaries of every country, includ- 
ing his own, with the result that he could 
boast’ that a list of his friends is very 
like a@ Newgate calendar; but, as he has- 
tens very properly to add. The list of their 
names is muinly a roil-call of honorabie 
penalties incurred in the service of society.“ 

I first deal with the victimes of wrong in 


England. The first on the roll of honor is’ 


Richard Carlile, the publisher. of works 
which the authorities of the day ed as 
either seditious or heretical, Cariile.was im- 
prisoned altoge nine years and four 
months. Indeed, in these days every pub- 
lisher who happened to be a Radical was 
. gure to spend a good portion of his 
days in jail; it was almost the same as-being 
‘the editor of a Nationaiist newspaper in the 
days of Mr. Baliour’s last administration. 
Abel Heywood, who was afterwards Mayor of 
Manchester, served a term of imprisonment 
for selling unstamped news rs, William 
Lovett, a well-known C it, was. imoris- 
oned for two years in Warwick Jail; so was 
John Collins, a local -preacher, because 
he made speeches on behalf of Chartism. 
Thomas Cooper, the well-known author of 
The Pargatory of Suicides, was impris- 
oned for two years in Stafford Jail; Henry 
Vincent, who will still be remembered as one 
of the most popular religious preachers cf his 
times, was imprisoned in Monmouth Jail. 
G. J. Mantle was sentenced to two years’ im- 
se ane for Chartist speeches in Hyde. 
ark’ 

The case of Ernest Jones is historic. It al- 
ways interests me, because one of my earliest 
recollections is hearing Ernest Jones lecture 
in Dublin, It was immediately after the 
Hyde Park riots; and he was accompanied by 
Mr, Edmond Beales—then at the height of 
his notoriety and denunciation by the Con- 
servative press. That is twenty-six years ago; 
but 1 still remember the earnest, passionate, 
striking little man, with transparent honesty 
and enthusiasm in every look, though I am 
bound to say 1 regarded then most of 
what he said as empty nonsense; I have 
come in time to agree a good deal more with 
him. Unlike most people I have in most re: 
spects progressed from father conservative 
to radical views as my years increased. 


VIIL—ERNEST JONES’ TRAGEDY. 


Ernest Jones came from strongly con- 
servative surroundings. His father was 
a soldier and a Royal Equerry, and 
he himself was made familiar with courts 
in his early days. But he became a Chartist 
and sacrificed everything to his opinions. A 
relative offered to leave him an income of 
£2,000 a year if he would abandon the ad vo- 
cacy of Chartisem; but Ernest Jones refused. 
He did so under no illusions as to what all 
this would mean. He would never take a 
penny for any lecture he gave; and so strenu- 
ously did he carry out his idea that he often 
walked from town to town without means of 
procuring adequate refreshment by day or ac- 
commodation by night.“ How little the 
prosperous know of the sacrifices of the advo- 
cutes of the poor! In my own experience 1 
have known of many men who hare acted as 
Ernest Jones used to do; and tramped from 
village to village, preaching some cause in 
which they believed. Sometimes poor Ernest 
Jones had not a decent pair of boots; “on 
such octasion an observant Chartist would 
buy him a pair of shoes.” 

It is one of the curious episodes in the life of 
the late Lord Beaconsfield that he had 
or at least professed to have—great 
sympathy with the Chartists; and 
this sympathy—-proofs of which are to 
be found in his books and speeches— 
was sometimes evidenced in an even more 
pronounced form. Here is a curious anec- 
dote which I have never seen printed before: 

Ernest Jones published the People’s Paper, the 
sale of which did not pay expenses. The sense 
of debt was a new burden to him. On one occa- 
sion when | printed for him, and he was consid- 
erably in arrears, he said: “I must go to my 
frien Disraeli.” An hour later ho re-

spired many Chartists with hatred of the Whigs, 
whom he himself disliked, because they did not 
favor his circuitous pretensions: and when he 
found Chartists of genius having the same 
hatred he would supply them with money, the 
better to give effect it. 1 never knew any 
Chartist in the habit of taking money who took 
it for the abandonment of his principles; nor do 
I believe Disraeli ever gave it them for that 
pyrpose, . Theis undiscerning hatred answered 

The words for which Ernest Jones was 
prosecuted were these: ‘Only organize and 
you will see the green flag floating over Down- 
ing street; let that be accou:plished and John 
Mitchell shall be brought back to his hative 
country, and Sir G. Gray and Lord John Rus- 
sell shall be sent to exchange piaces 
with him.” For this narmless and some. 
what siily bit of buncombe poor Ernest 
Jones was sentenced to two years’ solitary 
imprisonment, He was kept in solitary con- 
finement on the tilent system for nineteen 
months. I tell the remainder of the story in 
the words of Mr. Holyoake:

Over and ovér again @ne comes across some 
episodes which show that „ BY is an 
enemy of revealed Christianity, Mr. Holyoake 
has much of the true devotional spirit in him. 
He justifies the statement made by somebody 
—if I mistake not, John Br.ght—that many 
atheists are better Christians than some so- 
called Christians. 

Here, for instance, is Mr. Holyoake’s ac- 
count of an episode of his existence. He had 
become one of the preachers of Robert 
Owen’s new social ideas. He and some of his 
friends, more uncompromising than others, 
resolved. to refuse taking oaths, which 
then were a necessary ceremony to a 
thousand and one things in Engiish life. For 
instance, an oath of conformity was neces- 
sary in order to obtain the use of certain lect- 
ure halls. Holyoake’s Syndicate of Four— 
who had made up their minds to accept no 
com promise—both wrote and spoke with the 
audacity of young entiusiasm. The law soon 
laid hoid of them: 

Of course, we got into trouble. For issu- 
ing No. 4 of our ‘militant journal Southwell 
was sentenced at Bristol to twelve months’ 
imprisonment. As we had no traveling funds in 

days I walked from Birmingham to Bristol, 
ninety miles, to visit. him in gaol, and fell

X.—IN JAIL. 

On his way to Bristol he stopped to lecture 
at Cheltenham; and there he got into a con- 
troversy with some local preacher—the 
wretched bigot’s name ise fortunately saved 
from eternal ignuminy by Mr, Holy- 
oake’s forbearance. The result was 
that he was imprisoned for six 
months. It is cerioys that so many 
years ago—1842—Mr., Holyoake raised a 
controversy with which we have become ac- 
quainted in our own day: 

They called upon me to wear the prison dress. 
My answer was that I did not wish to do it, 
It was the dress of crime and as I was no crim- 
inal it would be admitting it to wear the dress 
of crime by my own choice. In jail I knew 
official force must be supreme; therefore, 
I never said “I would not do a thing, only that 
1 did not wish to do it. course they said 
they should compel me. In that case my reply 
was it would be necessary to dress me every 
morning, as I might not like to put the dress on 
myself. As it was never done I fancy they 
thought the trouble of it might be too much for 
them, or it might be they were in doubt 
whether Sir James Graham would sanction it. 

XL—DEATH OF A DAUGHTER. 

I must refer the reader to the book itself 
for the full story of this historic trial; it is 
one you cannot read without burning indig- 
nation, and there are incidents in it it is diff. 
cult to read without tears. There is one epi- 
sode in particular by which every man with a 
heart will be profoundly moved. Mr. Holy- 
oake had a daughter. I give a few extracts 
to tell this part of the story: 

It was a bright summer afternoon when I set 
out alone from the house of my eldest sister, in 
which my family resided, in Aston, Birmingham, 
to proceed to Gloucester Assiges. It was not in 
my power to leave any provision for those I left 
behind, owing to the unforeseen and unsought 
apprehention which had befallen me. ‘My 
little daughter Madeline ran from her 
mother’s knee to the door when she found 
I had gone, and called after me down the 
street. Her sweet. clear voice arrested me. I 
looked back and saw her dark, black eyes glea m- 


ing. I never met her glance again nor heard her 


voice any more, 

And heré is the sequel; it has a wider mean- 
ing and lesson than its purely personal con- 
cern: g 

Word was sent me that my child was ill, and 
then a letter came saying she was dead. 
The governor considerately called me out 
into the yard and gave it to me. It was 
not till after wil liberation that I knew the man- 
ner of her death. The sole income of home was 
from subscriptions from friends in various parts 
of the country, supposed to average 10 shillings 
a week; but it was not regular. A few days bo- 
fore the fever took the child her mother was car- 
rying her through Hull street, Birmingham. 
when she cried from hunger for a bun in the 
window. There was no penny to buy it, and 
the frenzied mother slapped the child to quiet 
her. She never forgave herself for doing 
that, and forty years later she oft repeated the 
last words of the child on the night of her death, 
when she exclaimed t “I was coming to see 
her — repeated them in the tones of the child 
which went into the mother’s heart forevermore. 

I have outrun the usual limits of my space, 
but I have not half exhausted the treasures of 
these volunies which I had marked for quota- 
tion. I am sure that others will find the same 
delight in them as I have done. I shall re- 
turn to them, if not here elsewhere; they 
are a wonderfully rich and vivid, though 
unvarnished history of the moving times 
through which we of this century have 
passed. No book I have read in recent days 
at least has given me so clear and impressive 
an idea of all this century of Engiish history 
has seen and transformed.—T. P. (O' Connor)

Built in the cafions of hills adjacent to the 
Guanajuato range, which is a continuation of 
the magnificent Sierra Madre; many of the 
streets of the city are very steep, narrow, and 
roughly paved—being impassable by wagons. 
Yet there are many fine buildings and the 
streets are necessarily picturesque. 

The churches are of peculiar architectural 
beauty, showing great skill in interior and 
exterior construction. 

The sculpturing, designed and exécuted by 
Aztec Indians, is especially worthy of note. 

The city also has a theater building, which 
is an investment of the State government. it 
is of beautiful and stvikm esign, the front 
being adorned by four large and imposing 
bronze statues, typifying art, literature, 
music, and science. 

The interior view is very. rich, being of the 
architectural and decorative style character. 
istic of Spanish-American countries. 

It seems a little foreign to ourvideas that a 
State government in a republic should erect 
theaters as a source of revenue. But the Mex- 
iean Government behéves in affording all the 
amusement it can to its citizens, and a tax 
levied upon pleasure would seem to be a legit- 
imate one, aside from the advantage gained 
in refinement and culture by good drama and 


opera. 

A visit is always made by newcomers to La 
Presa or dam, which is the source of the city’s 
water supply. Dams are builtacross narrow 
portions of deep cafions or aroyos, elevated 
above the town. The rains in the winter sea- 
son fill these and sufficient water is banked or 
stored to meet all demands of the city. 


The farthest of these dams or reservoirs is at 


a distance of two miles, necessitating tunnel- 
ing through mountains of solid rock to con- 
vey the water to its point of consumption, 
where it arrives fresh, cool, and sparkling. 
But the most interesting of the sights of 
Guanajuato is the Panteog, or burial ground. 
Have you visited the Panteon? Have you 
seen the mummies?” These questions bom- 
bard one, until to preserve his life the trav- 
eler rushes off to the inspection of the dead. 
The authorities of the Panteon will guaran- 
tee to turn you intoa mummy in three short 
years, or probably iu less time should their 
word be doubted. The family of a deceased 
person, if provided with means, pay to the 
cemetery the sum of $25 for the occupancy 
of a space in the vauit for three years. At the 
expiration of this period body is taken 
out perfectly mummified neatly stored 
away in an underground céllar or catacomb. 
In this catacomb stand eide by side between 
100 and 200 mummies; some with all cloth- 
ing still intact, others entirely destitute cf 
28 while others boast merely boots or 
oes. 


During our visit by feeing the custodian we 
had three mummies carried up the spiral 
stairway and placed aguinst one of the few 
monuments, where our party with the three 
dried up bodies in good light could be photo- 
graphed, 

This peculiar disposition of the dead is du 
to tlie exceedingly rocky formation. maki 
grave-digging an impossibility, A remarkable 
feature is that within a certain period of 
time after the three years have expired the 
surviving members of the respective dead 
can reclaim the body to do what they wish 
with it. | 

The poorer classes are doomed to the pit. 
about the only place where success in digging 
secured what we would call a grave. This 
space is therefore reserved for the r and 
here hundreds and hundreds of les have 
gone in to come out skeletons. These are 
then aired, bleached, and thrown in the heap 
of confusion at each end of the catacomb, 


The skulle, shown a trifle more respect, are 
used for orha mentation, being piled in layers 
in uniform order from the floor to the ‘ceiling 
in the rear of the bone heap; It is a weird 
scene, not easily banished from the memory.

In the other one of the two leading profes- 
sions, medicine and the law, women are so 
largely represented that the woman doctor 
has come to be accepted quite asa matter of 
course. Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, who 
is one of the best known members of her pro- 
fession in Chicago, is a strong believer in her 
— and in ber sex and thinks there are 
great possibilities in each for the other. Ifa 
young woman contemplating a professional 
career should choose medicine and should go 
to Dr. Stevenson for advice she would be 
given every encouragement. She does not 
even regard robust health as a necessary 
qualification. 

“Ti have seen women begin practice in 
rather delicate health and steadily build up 
strong constitutions, says the doctor. 
“f would even go further. I am strong- 
iy inclined to the opinion that a wom- 
an ie in some respects. better pre- 
pared than a man to meet the exactions 
which belong peculiarly to the medical pro- 
fession; the irréguiar hours and the loss of 
sleep. These are the demands a mother is 
called upon to mect, and nature, which has 
imposed these burdens, has followed the great 
law of com pensation and supplied the capacity 
These natural resources of 
hers have been developed by exercise, and 
she has inherited them from her grand- 
mothers reaching back to Eve.

— physicians as a rule confine them- 
selves. to the treatment of women. Dr. Ste- 
vyenson does not think this practice a good 
one. “The principle.” she said, is un- 
sou A doctor is a doctor. This profession 
has no sex and those who follow it should 
make no distinction between men and women 
in their practice. All that a woman — 
shou d ask is a fair field and fair and impar- 
tial treatment ail round. This in one very 
important respect she does not at preseat 
receive, and this one obstacle more 
: any other har intertered wita 
her advancement toward the higher 
distinctions in her profession. I 
refer to the fact that she is prevented from 
making those experiments which among men 
are taken quite as a matter of course. Such 
is the prejudice still latent in the public mind 
that if a woman makes a mistake which in 
the case of a man would be quite overlooked 
or soon forgotten that one mistake is likely 
to put an end to her usefulness then and there. 
The most important part of the world of 
medical knowledge lies outside of the text- 
boo The physician must get much of 
what is most valuable to him at first hand. 
He must know for himself. But witha wom- 
an there is constantly present the fear that 
she will make the fatal error; and the sword, 
suspended by a- single hair, is always over 
her. This cramps her, limits her on all sides, 
and confines her work to a comparatively 
narrow field. When this disability is re- 
moved, as I have no doubt it will be in time. 
we may look fora woman Koch or a woman 
Pasteur. 


The doctor would often be seriously handi- 
capped were it not for his prime minister, the 
trained nurse. This isa comparatively new 
business fof women, yet already the city di- 
rectory shows several columns of names of 
young women who have earned diplomas in 
the Illinois Training School, the Presbyterian, 
St. Luke’s, and Michael Reese Hospitals, be- 
side the innumerab e private sanitariums that 
annually turn out their quota of care-takers 
of the sick. Asa means of livelihood it of- 
fers no attractions except to the enthusiast 
and the one with deep religious convictions. 
The life isa hard one with the most arduous 
and exacting duties. The ordinary charge of 
$25 a week seems rather high perhaps, 
but the nurse can work only about forty 
weeks in the year and has unusual 
expenses for laundry work and appliances, so 
it is doubtful if they really make any more 
than the average school teacher, and they can 
have but few social enjoyments. These con- 
siderations may explain why the ranks of 
trained nurses are not overcrowded and never 
Will de. Moreover, many may feel called, 
but few are chosen. Health and strength, in- 
telligence and character are demanded to an 
unusual degree, the period of training is long 
and exacting, and only the most devoted are 
able to get the coveted diploma. Like every 
other profession, however, this has its re- 
wards. There is a growmg demand for teach- 
ers in the nursing schools, for head 
nurses and managers of hospitals and 
sanitariums, and the tanks of the 
doctors are -being constantly recruited 
from. among. these devoted women. The 
home and foreign missions and the convents 
are filled by them, and a few cases are known 
where women‘ of wealth and leisure have vol- 
untarily undertaken the course of instrug¢tion 
in order to fit them to work among the poor. 
The daughter of a brewer on Calumet avenue 
was for years in charge of the nurses of a 
large hospital. The gray cloaks and bonnets 
of the deaconnesses connected with Mr. 
Moody’s church are seen in the poor districts 
working with the Sisters of Churity, while the 
Crerar fund enables the clerk and mechanic 
to secure skilled care for his family at a nom- 
inal price graded according to his income. 
The Salvation Army, too, is beginning to 
recognize the value of physical regeneration 
as u help to the moral, and many of the sol- 
diers have taken a partial course of instruc. 
tion under Mrs. Ballington Booth. As an 
outlet for her energies and benevolence the 
field is inexhaustible, and it offers a certain 
means of livelihood and chances for honora- 
ble service and promotion. 


A peep into the physical culture parlors” 
conducted by a woman on Washington street 
would make one think he had happened into 
a I. M. C. A. gymnasium. Foils, clubs, and 
dumbbells are there in profusion. But the 
walls are decorated with photographs of pretty 
gitis in fencing costume, quite as fetching 
and far more comfortable than anything sim- 
ilar to be sen on the stage. There are diplo- 
mas for skill issued to Nannies and Bessies 
who have won their-spurs in athletics in con- 


test with men. The lady who comes smilingly 


into the reception. room is the presiding 
genius of this ladies’ arena—a fair woman 
with curlmg white hair, brewn eyes, clear, 
bright complexion, and the graceful bearing 
that indicates health, a good digestign, and a 
good conscience. . 

“The I. M. C. A.'s understand the trutn 
that many moral evils can be traced to im- 


proper physical conditions. When health 
fails it is hard to live unselfishiy. So they,

have provided

Now every argument which has induced 
men to cultivate the body applies with greater 
torce to women who are at present physically 
interior to men: The fact was impressed:

Certain lines of business that are now al- 
most monopo by women are the direct 
outgrowth of domestic life, There is no 
doubt that many women could make a living 
at any time by simply doing on a big scale 
some one th they already do unusuaily 
well on a small one, A grocer on Forty-third 
street has a wife who makes jam and jellies— 
_“ the Bind your mother used to make.”’ She 
put a few surplus jars in the store and they 
went like hot cakes: And now the whole 
neighborhond is anxiously evaling a fresh 
supply. Another iu like manner discovered 

8 2 for making pickles and 
other people discovered it, too. wife of a 
railroad employé. who was injured kept her 
family all one winter by baking bread in her 
kitchen range. There are several hundred 
women 3 — many of whom bake the bread 
themselves in a small way, others simply are 
dealers. It ie noticeable that their shops are 
invariably clean and bright and have an air 
of prosperity. A few have ventured into the 
enterer's field, There is such a shop on North 
Clark street kept by a comfortable German 
woman, whose basement store is cheerful 
with canary birds and growing plants. Her 
toothsome loaves and made dishes literally 
feed a multitude of dwellers in flats, and the 
pies and puddings she can get up to order 
would make our grandmothers envious. She 
has ideas, too, a persuasive way with her 
that lures many a hostess into a big bill fora 
dainty luncheon party. 


There is no apparent connection between 
butchers and bakers, except the old nursery 
rhyme that also includes the obsolete occupa- 
tion of candiestickmakers, And that is prob- 
ably the reason why women take naturally to 
baking but shrink from cutting up a carcass. 
There is one woman butcher, however, in 
Englewood, who owns and runs her own 
meat market— Mrs. Mollie Andrus. Mrs. Car- 
roll has a milk depot on Fitty-second street, 
and milk dispensing seems profitable enough 
to induce several women to engage in it. 


Brewing for women has a sinister sound. 
The only thing they are permitted to brew in 
literature is-witches’ broth and trouble in the 
family. But Chicago permits greater 
latitude for women, and here she may 
brew and let it foam in the glass. 
Mrs. Magdalena Junk is proprietor of a 
brewery on South Halsted street. Seven years 
ago her husband died, leav her a brewery 
and some boys to care for. he was equal to 
the emergency. She went into the business, 
and with the aid of a competent foreman 
carried iton. Now she inspects the hops and 
malt, sees that the vats are clean, watches 
the markets, audits the accounts, and makes 
contracts. active management has de- 
volved upon her sons and Mrs. Junk lives in 
a handsome home on Garfield bouievard, 
proud of the consciousness that she has caved 
a valuable property for her children. 


should purchase her barrels of Mrs. M. E. 
Buggee, who was left by her husband with a 
cooper shop on her hands. Mrs. Buggee's 
specialty is beer barrels and kegs. Her hus. 
band’s death occurred just seven years ago, 
also. Three young children and some real es- 
tate were left to be cared for, and no income 
to do it with except the profits from the 
cooper shop. Under these circumstances she 
continued the business, With the result that 
she claims to do thé largest business of the 
kind in Chicago, 


If Mr..Marion Crawford should select Chi- 
cagoas the scene he could write many a 
cigaret-rmaker’s romance. The number of 
giris who work in cigar factories is legion, 
but there are also several women who own 
their shops and manufacture their own goods. 
One of these is Mrs. Mary Faber, who is on 
Fifth avenue. But many there be who put 
up various nostrutus in bottles and do put 
labels upon them. f patent medicine 
makers and takers is no end, 
All the ills that flesh is -heir to 
have their,Yemedies, often all in the 
same bottie save mistakes. And. women 
are quite as active as men in inventing pan- 
aceas and getting them on the market. In 
the main they confine themselves to toilet 
remedies and cosmetics and conduct their 
businesses in the down-town district. There 
is one, however, on West Madison street who 
is proprietor of a well-known nostrum and 
another on Armour avenue.

There are few branches of commercial life 
in which Uhieago women are not engaged. 
One of the most notable examples is that of 
the five Pick sisters, Clementina, Blanca, 
Paula, Libusa, and Esther. Their father. 
Albert Pick, who is a level-headed German, 
thought the best provision he could make for 
his daughters would be to start them in a bus- 
iness of their own. He furnished them the 
capital to begin with and they started 4 china 
and glassware store on T wenty-second street 
in 1868.. Their business was at first confined 
to family trade; they did mending, and packed 
china and glassware for people who were 
moving. Every one of them had a practical 
knowledge of business ac. made some de- 
partment of it her specialty. One by one the 
sisters were married, and they turned over 
the active management of the business to 
thejr father, while still retaining their stock 
in the company. 


There area number of women engaged in 
the boot and shoe business, most of ta be- 
cause their husbands were boot and shoe deal- 
ers and’ dying left this as the only means of 
livelihood, There is a store on North Clark 
street, several on the West Side, and one on 
lower State street. Women similarly situat- 
ed have gone into the clothing business by 
the dozens. Ladies“ furnishing goods and 
notions are difectly in line with womanly 
testes and a humber of the sex have gone 
into this business from choice. Druggists 
are not at all uncommon and there is 
a wholesale drug house owned by a woman 
on Washington boulevard. A woman 
dealer in fleur and feed has a small estabtish- 
ment on Thirty-ninth street and there is an- 
other on State. There are several women 
florists who own their own establishments, 
and there was a flower embalmer on Cottage 
Grove avenue who has since moved to the 
North Side. There are several furriers. near 
ly a dozen grocers, five or six denlers in mu- 
sical instruments, one general hardware deat. 
er on Western avenue, and a dealer in stoves 
and tinware on West Polk street. 

In tne big department stores women occu. 
py responsible positions as buyers. At the 
Fair the two principal buyers are Miss Munza 
and Miss McGrath, both of whom have been 
with the Fair for a number of years. Miss 
Munza looks after the jewelry and silverware 
and Miss McGrath after the fancy and toilet 
articles, At Marshall Field’s retail store 
Miss, Jones keeps up the ladies 
neck wear department, Miss Dison the 
corsets and shirts, Miss Gilmore the 
muslin underwear, | me. McCormick 
superintends the millinery department. At 
the Fair there are more than fifty heads of 
stock, as they are called, who have similar 
responsibilities to those already named but 
have a smaller territory to look after. The 
same is in the other large department 
stores. do this work requires long ex- 
perience and a capacity for keeping track of 
an almost endless amount of detail with re.

THE SHOPKBEPERS OF OANTON. | 


Sleek and Placid Men Patiently Waiting 
for Custemers, 

Florence O'Driscoll, M. P., in the Novem- 
ber Century: The shops were of all sizes. 
Some were seven or eight feet square, with 
the back premises closed from sight; some 
were twenty or twenty-five feet wide, reach- 
ing back thirty or forty feet. Perhaps an 
averaged sized shop, ina fashionable neigh- 
borhood, was about fourteen feet wide and 
twenty-two feet deep. It was open, of course, 
to the street, with no shop-front, but gen- 
erally there was a counter along one side and 
another at the back. There was almost inva- 
riably an oblong opening through the roof to 
ad mit light and air, unclosed to the sky in sum- 
mer, bat with provision for a giazed light in 
winter, In the class of this sky- 
light could be shut by drawing a cover over it. 

To a extent the wares Were dis- 
played. but not as in our windows. Pottery 
and bard ware had a better display than soft 
goods; food was exhibited in open trays, or 
was hung up. The goods, asa general rule, 
were made in the shops where t were sold, 
and workmen were to be seen ~ ning the 
articles in all the stages of their manufact- 
ure. There were some shops where no 
workmen could seen, and in their 
place a staff of clerks sat ready to wait upon 
customers; these were not numerous, and 
were as a rule shops relying chiefly upon tour- 
ist trade. The Cantonese shopkeepers struck 
meas being generally fat, sleek, pot-bellied 
gentiemen. Commonly the only article of 
clothing worn either by them or their assist- 
ants was loose Chinese dra wers fastened round 
the hips. In winter they don a soft, warm, 
padded blouse. Placid, unexeitable-looking 
folk were they, taking life coolly, sitting thus 
naked to the waist, ceaselessly waving their 
fans while they waited fot custom, for which, 
however, they did not appear to tout. 

Signs of all colors, sizes, and shapes hung 
out from the shops; from a board ten or 
twelve inches wide and six or seven feet 
long, hanging vertically, to a little strip of 
wood or paper of about same propor- 
tions in inches, The lettermg of these signs 
was gorgeous—gold letters on a crimson 
ground, vermilion on a black ground, blue 
on white, or some other striking contrast. 
Bright-colored lanterns went all across the 
shop-fronts and around the walls, or 
were suspended in the center. They were

bam boo construetions covered with tough, 
oiled paper, and painted With signs and hie- 
roglyphics— quite unlike the flimsy fergeries 
sold in Europe as Chinese lanterns. At 
night these were lighted, the Chinese being 
very fond of illumins tions. All sorts of 
oils were used—fish oil, tallow, végetable 
oils, kerosene, of which last over 1,000,000 
gallons of the American variety are burned 
yearly in the city... At the time of my visit 
the authorities were introducing electric 
lighting for their streets and for the better- 
ciass shops and houses. 

When ray mays. | was well alight the sight 
was very fine. ven in the daytime the 
effects of color were novel; ‘pleasing, and 
warm. Black and brown lacquered-work 
cabinets, metal-bound; ebony tables inlaid 
with ivory, marble, and mother-of-pearl; 
deep blue and maroon colored pots, gray and 
gold ware, yellow and green; gold dragons 
embroidered on black satin gowns, blue 
and silver wraps, and cloaks of vermilion and 
purple; richly cut carvings in quaint, fan- 
tastic shapes—a blaze of color that was be- 
wildering, a variety that was endless. 

In the iess fashionable quarters the trades 
were generally somewhat. centralized ; five or 
six fish shops stood: close together; and so it 
was with bakers, ironmongers, glassblowers, 
silk weavers, carpenterag cabinetmakers, 
coffin-builders, blacksmiths,- fruit shops, 
restaurants. Where one of a trade was 
located there were génerally found several 
fellows.

A Slander Reruted. 
Speaking of his performances with Salvini 
a star cast, Booth says: 

The performances will not be as well given as 
with an ordinary cast, but the world wiil think 
differently. 

While playing with Salvini Booth met with 
an accident, the cause of which was cruelly 
misrepresented by certain newspapers. He 
wrote to his daughter on the subject: | 


I hope you saw Bispham's lot ter in the Tribune, 
which was true in every particular, and also A.’s 
kind note to the Post, Other papers flew to my 
rescue, and consequentiy I thought it best to 
hold my tongue, or my pen rather. As for the 
vertigo, is exaggerated. I was dizzy from 
the effects of dyspepsia and being jerved up from 
the stage by Salvini, who let me go before I had 
regained my footing, I stumbled on my heels and 
arent in the carpet laid me flat on my back. 
That was ali of it. The same thing has hap- 

ned to me before—- in Hamlet once, in 
Romeo once, and on other occasions. I am 
yery weak on my poor little pins, and the least 
inequality on the stage will make me totter, as I 
did the very next performance in the play scene 
of Hamlet. It's an infamous thing that one's 
reputation should be at the mercy of a set of 
scoundrels, 

On the windering life of the actor and his 
sadness Booth wrote to his daughter in Janu- 
ary, 1888: 

Homelessness is the actor’s fate—physical in- 
capacity to attain what is most required and de- 
sired by suck a spirit as I am slave to. If there 

rewa I certainly am well paid; but hard 
schooling zu life's thankless lessons has made 
me somew ofa philosopher, and I’ve learned 
to take the buffets and rewards of fortune with 
equal thanks. and in suffering all to suffer—I 
won't ae nothing, but comparatively little. 
Dick Stoddard wrote a poem called The King’s 
Bell,” which fits my case exactly. You may have 
read it. He dedicated it to rimer Graham, 
who never knew an unhappy day in his brief life, 
instead of to me. who never knew a really happy 
one, You mustn't suppose from this that I’m ill 
in mind or body; on the contrary, I am well 
enough in both. Nor am La pessimist. 1 merely 
wanted you to know that the sugar of my life is 
bitter-sweet; perhaps not more so than every 
man’s whose exberience has been above and 
below the surface. siness has contin- 
ued large and increases a little every night. The 
play will run two weeks longer.

Inaugurating the Players’ Club. 


At the end of this letter he says: 

To a meeting of actors, managers, and 
artists at breakfast, to discuss and organize, if

The result of this meeting was the Players’ 
club, which was inaugurated dt the close of 
the same year. On the Istof January, 1889, 
the day after the inaugural, Booth writes an 
account of the affair to his daughter. To 
read his letter you would imagine that he 
was one of the guests, and nbt the giver of 
the club-house as well as the founder of the 


club, 

Tus Pavers, 16 Gramercy Park, New 
Yorn, Jan. 1, 1889.—Happie New Yeare! God 
bless you, darling, and all of you! The thought 
of yoyr not being well alone marred my full en- 
joyment ef last night's dolightfal success—the 
culmina of may ssi hopes. I cannot 
describe the .tniversal joy that pervaded all 
hearts present, the sympathy expressed, and the 
entire success of everything—except my speech. 
I broke down towar the close of it, bat it 

assed off with éclat. Mverything else was per- 

ect—the clock, with deep cathedral tones. tolled 
12 in the midst of Barrett's reading of your 
blessed. letter—just in time, as though it had 
been prearranged. White, the architect, went 
into ecstasies at the success of everything, and 
exclaimed: .*“Even the log burned without 
smoking. which we feared it would not do in 
thenewchimney. 

I suspected that Barrett had a poem to read, 
but the dear letter was a happy surprise, and the 
wreath and your apt quotation on the card were 
delightful. Lou got as much applause as I did. 
I wired Dr. Parsons of his success. Several were 
here from Boston. Harry Burnett and Mr. Wen- 
dell. Fairchild, ahd others wefe prevented from 
coming: so was Furness, so was Jefferson, but all 
sent messages. Barrett and 1 got to bed about 5 
o'clock this a. m., but got little sleep; we both 
feel wretched in conseyuence. The papers are 
full of it, but I’ve not had a chance to read them 
yet. Since I rose at 1 o’clock I’ve been busy 
pack my things at the hotel to bring here, as 
we bo concluded to pass the balance of the 
week “at home.” When we get well set we will 
have a ladies’ day for you. My head is now in a 
whirl of course. Old Mr. Connor and Murdock, 
with other old actors, were present. Judge Daly 
just interrupted me; sends his love, and has or- 
dered his lunch. Several of the best men of New 
York are bere. and it will no doubt be the ren- 
dezvous of the choicest. Some are in the library 
reading, and it really seems as if we bad been go- 
ing for years instead of one day. All the exciu- 
sive neighbors in this most conservative quarter 
are pleased instead of offended by the innovation 
of a clubhouse in the midst of their respective 
mansions, as they were at first. All believe, as I 
do, that this will be of more real benefit to the 
actor than anything ever done inthe world.

Fame and Fortune No Compensation. 


In 1890 Booth expresses gratification that 
age had not rendered his work ** stale and 
tiresome, as is usually the case with actors, 
especially tragedians, at my time.“ Then he 


adds: 

Nothing of fame or fortune can compensate for 
the spiritual suffering that one possessing such 

nalities has toendure. To pass life in a sort of 

ream, where“ nothing is but what is not,“ a 
loneliness in the very midst of a constant crowd. 
as it were. is nota desirable condition of exist- 
ence, especially when the body also has to share 
the penalty of greatness,” as it is termed. Bosh! 
I'd ratber de an obscure farmer, a hayseeder 
from Wayback, or a cabinet-maker, as my father 
advised than the most distinguished man on 
earth. But nature cast me for the part she found 
me best fitted for, and I have to play it, and must 
play it till the curtain falls. But you must not 
think me sad about it. No; I am used to it, and 
am contented. : 

In reply to a letter from his daughter ex- 
pressing her grief at something she had seen 
about him in the papers, Bootn replies: 

The public man (or woman) must bear the 
scorn and stand unshaken by it as I have done. 
As in Burton's case 1 felt keenly the effects of 
these filthy attacks solely on your account, and I 
have hoped that you would be advised by me not 
to seo or hear them. I have long since ceased to 
read theatrical ners and have succeeded in 
letting my “dear friends know that I avoid 
such rot and that itis bratal to mention it to 
me. I repeat-to them the remark Howeils made 
to Aldrich when Aldrich asked him if he had 
heard of some abuse of his (Howells’) writings: 
Do you suppose that I have no bosom friends? 

Now, that seems like a cruei blow at you, 
8 but it is not meant as such.

etter. It must have been very bad to affect you 
so, yet I have not allowed myself to read it nor 
has any one told me of it.

The prisoner, who had 
been identified by several witnesses as one 
of the two men seen at Reigate the day of the 
murder, was committed for trial. Aug. 6, 
1861, Johann Carl Franz, aged 24. a Ger- 
man, was indicted for the willful murder of 
Martha Halliday, aged 55, at Kingswood 
Rectors June 10 preceding. 

Mr. Justice Biackburn was the Judge, 
Sergeant Ballantyne conducted the prosecu- 
tion, and the Hon. George Denman, Q. C., 
was specially retained by the German Em- 
bassy to defend the prisoner. There was 
robably not a man in the crowded court, or 
— anywhere in the country, who was not 
absowutely certain that the prisoner was 
guilty. ease for.the prosecution seemed 
overwhelming. The main points in the evi- 
dence inst the accused were these: 

First, his identity with Johann Cari Franz, 
owner of the papers which were found in 
close proximity to the corpse of the murdered 
woman. This was proved by his own con- 
fession and also by the evidence of a police 
officer from Saxony, who swore to him as 
bei the person to whom the service book 
had Boos issued, 

Secondly, his identification by several inde- 
pendent witnesses as one of 
who had undoubtedly been ciose to tne scene 
of the murder within a few hours of its per- 


petration. 
Thirdly, the significant and damning fact 
that when his lodgings in Whitechapel were 
searched there was found a woolen shirt 
which he admitted to be his, around which 
was u piece of hempen cord of precisely the 
same manufacture as that which had been 
sold to the two foreigners at Reigate the day 
of the murder. The manufacturer of that 
stri swore that it was of the same uncom- 
mon kind as that with which the hands and 
feet of the murdered woman had been tied, 
and he further depo-ed that the string found 
on the body -was part of a consignment to the 
shopkeeper at Reigate. who was an old cus- 
tottter of his. He explained the peculiarity 
of the string, which was uniike that made by 
any other manufacturer, and no one cou:d 
doubt that it was impossible he could be mis- 
taken. 
Against such a mass of incrimingting evi- 
dence the story told by the pris seemed a 
poor and fi:msy defense indeed. It was to 
this effect: He had landed from Germany at 
Hull, had gone thence through Leeds, Old- 
ham. and Manchester to Liverpool, where he 
staid a short time, trying for a passage to 
America. Failing in this object he resolved 
to tramp te London. On his way to the 
metropoiis he fell in with two fellow-coun- 
trymen, sailors, the one named Adolph 
Krohn, the other a man about his own stature 
and complexion, named William Wertens- 


berg. 

Wertensberg had no papers and was per- 
petually usking Franz for the loan of his, as 
the description, he said, would well suit either 
oreboth of mem. Franz refused. 

One evening in May they all lay down to 
sleep behind a stack of straw in an open field. 
Franz was so weary that he slept soundly. 

‘When he awoke his companions were gone 
and they had taken with them his papers and 
his big, which contained a suit of clothes of 
the same stuff and pattern as he was then 
wearing. From that hour he had never set 
eyés on them. Among the papers that Franz 
deciared hud been stolen from bim was one 
which was not found among the documents 
discovered at Kingsbury rectory; it was a 
railway guard’s testimonial. After being 
thus robbed he made his way to London, 
where he wandered the streets in a state of 
destitution till he met a fellow-countryman, 
whom he accosted and asked for assistance. 
The maa took him into an eatmg house and 
while he was having his meal read to him 
from a newspaper the account of the murder, 
the perpetrator of which was said to be a 
German named Franz. He was dreadfully 
alarmed on hearing this and resolved to as- 
sume another name; for that reason he called 
himself Salamann. : 

As to the piece of string found round his 
shirt, he picked that up casually in the 
street, and had never been in or near Reigate 
in his life. 

Where was he, then, at the time the murder 
was committed? He could not tell. but must 
have been tramping on his road to London. 
He could not, however, prove an alibi, and 
there was no evidence but his uwn assertions 
that he had not been in the neighborhood of 
Reigate at the time when several witnesses 
swore to having seen him there. 

* * 

It is hardly to be wondered at that this un- 
satisfactory story did not tend in the least to 
lessen the conviction of his guilt, which every 
one who haz been at his examination before 
the wagistrates firmly entertained. 

Yet in the crosa-examination of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution there were some 
points which tald in his favor. The bar- 
tender at the Cricketers, who undoubted- 
ly had a better opportunity of observing him 
more closely than any one else, failed twice 
to pick him out from among a number of 
men paraded before him at Newgate. And it 
was not until he was called as a witness at the 
third examination before the »vagistrates 
that he positively declared that the prisoner, 
who he now saw befare him, was one of the 
two foreigners who had staid at the Crick. 
eters. 

Another witness, Josiah Lock, swore posi- 
tively that the prisoner was one of two for- 
eigners whom he met at 4 o'clock on the Sun- 
day afternoon four miles from Reigate. 
Now, the evidence of the bartender was con- 
clusive that the two foreigners at the Cricket- 
ers did not leave the inn all that day, and he 

rofessed to identify Franz as one of them. 

f the bartender was right Luck must be mis- 
taken, and vice versa. The woman who sold 
the string would not swear positively to 
Franz, though she thought he was the taller 
of the two foreigners; but the servant girl, 
who had not such a good opportunity of judg- 
mg, had no doubt whatever that Franz was 
the man. 

Mme. Tietjens, whose first description of 
the man who had obtained the letter fron 
her, seemed to tally with that of Franz, but 
when confronted with the prisoner at once 
said that he was not the person who had 
called upon her and who gave his name as 
Adolphe Krohn. Stili this did not prove that 
Franz might not have been a partner in the 
crime. But there was something yet to come, 
which fairly staggered the jury. The pris- 
oner's lawyer, who previousiy to being in- 
structed to take up the case for the defense, 
had acted as interpreter before the magis- 
trates, was called as a witness by the prosecu- 
tion. In course of his examination he 
was questioned as to his knowledge of Franz’. 
handwriting, and a manuscript book was sud- 
denly put into his hands, with the question 
from counsel: Is this the prisoner’s hand- 
writing? lawyer not knowing what was 
bemg sprung upon him, but recognizing at 
once the handwriting was that of 
Franz answered hastily, * Les. Coun- 
sel fur the defense asked to 
look at the book, and found 
that it was a diary of his adveatures in England, 
kept by the prisoner. Each day's incidents were 
faithfully recorded until he reached Leek, in 
Staffordshire, when the narrative abruptiy 
closed. The extraordinary fact was elicited that 
this book had been found on July 9 (the day 
after the prisoner had told his story te the mag-
